3. WITH RESPECT TO RENTS, WE ACCEPT AS A "REASONABLE" 
CLOSING COST RENTAL PAYMENTS ONLY FOR A PERIOD OF 
90 DAYS FOLOWING THE CLOSING DOWN OF THE FORMER 
SOUTH VIETNAMESE MISSION AND THE BLOCKING OF THE 
DOLLAR ACCOUNT BY TREASURY. IT IS NORMAL PRACTICE 
IN BRAZIL TO INCLUDE A 90-DAY TERMINATION-OF-LEASE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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CLAUSE IN RENTAL CONTRACTS. THIS MEANS THAT WE 
DISALLOW: (A) ON THE CHANCERY, THE RENT PAID FOR 
AUGUST AND (B) ON THE RESIDENCE, THE RENT PAID FOR 
AUGUST, SEPTEMBER AND OCTOBER. 

4. PAYMENTS FOR TELEPHONE, MAID SERVICE, WATER/ 
SEWAGE, ELECTRICITY, BRAZILIAN SALARIES, INPS, AND 
DUTY FREE PRODUCTS ARE ACCEPTABLE CLOSING COSTS. THE 
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ALERIANS NEVER TOOK PHYSICAL POSSESSION OF THE PREMISES 

OF THE FORMER MISSION SO THAT ALL THESE 

SERVICES WERE IN FACT INCURRED BY THE SOUTH VIETNAMESE 

EMBASSY. 

5. THE EXPENSE INCURRED BY ITAMARATY IN CONNECTION 
WITH RECLAIMING ONE OF THE OFFICIL VEHICLES WHICH AN 
OFFICER 

OF THE EMBASSY TRIED TO SELL AND POCKET THE 

FUNDS CANNOT BE CONSIDERED 

LEGITIMATE 

CLOSING COSTS. HENCE, IT 
SHOULD BE DISALLOWED. 

6. IN SUMMARY. THE EMBASSY RECOMMENDS THAT WE ACCEPT 
AS "REASONABLE" CLOSING COSTS, CR$43,415.1 1 
(US$4,633.42) OF THE TOTAL CR$75,423.61 

(US$8,049.48) CURZEIRO COSTS AND THE FULL AMOUNT OF 
THE DOLLAR COSTS FOR BRAZILIAN SALARIES ($1,680.63). 
THEREFORE, WE RECOMMEND THE UNBLOCKING OF US DOLLARS 
6,314.05 (AT THE CURRENT EXCHANGE RATE OF 9.37 TO THE 
DOLLAR) OUT OF A TOTAL OF US$9,730.1 1 REQUESTED BY THE 
ALGERIAN EMBASSY.
